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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicants request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive due to the submission of two declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 and, therefore, 
the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

2. The declaration filed on 4/16/03 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome the 
Pirrung et al. {Langmuir, 12/4/1999 (Web Published), 16:2185-2191) reference and the Zhao 
(US Patent 6,448,010 Bl) reference. 

3. Upon further search, the following new ground of rejection is made as follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
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reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Zhao (US Patent 
6,528,319 B\; filing date of 9/2/1999). 

Zhao teaches a nucleic acid array and method of anchoring oligonucleotide to the 
substrate (col. 2, lines 21-27). The substrate is glass (col. 3, lines 54-61) (referring to claim 4). 
The glass substrate contains a bromoacetamide derivatized silane glass surface (col. 4, lines 29- 
36; fig. 1) (referring to claims 1-10). The linker group is (CH 2 ) n in which n is 3 (fig. 1). The 
oligonucleotide is modified with a nucleophile such as a thiophosphate group (col. 3, lines 62-67 
to col. 4, lines 1-10). The attachment of the oligonucleotide is by reacting the thiophosphate to 
the bromoacetamide derivatized silane glass surface (col. 4, lines 47-49; fig. 3) (referring to 
claims 11-12). The oligonucleotide is attached at the 5' end (col. 5, lines 30-67 to col. 6, lines 1- 
44). The oligonucleotide is labeled with a detectable dye such as a Cy5 fluorescent dye 
(referring to claims 17-18). The nucleic acid array is formatted into a kit (col. 2, lines 61-63) 
(referring to claims 19-20). Therefore, the nucleic acid array and method of anchoring 
oligonucleotide to the substrate of Zhao anticipates the presently claimed invention.
